During a drug raid Oct. 4, 
1972 24 balloons of heroin val- 
ued at $240,000 were seized by 
officers of the Ontario Police 
Department. At that time three 
arrests were made onthe charges 
of possession for sale and being 
under the influence of narcotics, 
On the same date there was a 
seizure of eleven ounces of her- 
oin with a street value of $150,000 
in La Habra. 

The pushers involved in the 
arrests were considered by Po- 
lice officials to be some of the 
largest distributors of narcotics 
in the Ontario and La Habra 
areas. A spokesman from the 
Ontario Police Department sta- 
ted that the pushers were put 
out of action by information re- 
ceived from We T.I.P. 

For- 
merly West End Turns In Push- 
ers is now a state wide locall) 
supported citizen group that is 
responsible for more than 400 
arrests and 100 convictions of 
persons dealing the illegal drug 
market,

Once, when I was a youngster, my father rook me to a soaring con- 
test, We were in the San Diego area for a brief stay and he had read 
in the newspaper that there was going tobe a gliding contest at Torrey 
Pines,

for that upcoming Saturday, I had plans to go surfing, 

Saturday morning, Mom packed a lunch that 1 tee wouldn't last 
through the day, We loaded into the car (me being led by the ear) and 
set off for this place called Torrey Pines, 

I though to myself, ‘If there were a bunch of pine trees around, how 
could an un-powered glider get into the air?" 

My question was answered in due time, The gliders were lined up 
about one hundred yards from a seacliff and a powerful wench thrust 
them over the cliff and the upward wind waa supposed to catch them 
and keep them afloat, 

“Sure,”’ I said, still muttering to myself, by this time through a bo-
